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From the President’s Corner

As summer winds to a close, the major contest 
season is just in front of us. Thank goodness for 
no hurricane activity to deal with so far, and even 
the love bug infestation seems much milder this Seseubee 
than in past years. Living in the so-called lightning capital of 
the world, we've had several incidents, including the 

horrible event at Blake, N4GI's place with seemingly unex- 
plainable damage. Still, it seems that the positive FCG sta- 
tion building outweighs the negative station damage. 


Results are in from three of the major contests from last sea- 
son. The FCG did really well in the granddaddy of them all - 
CQ WW! Bolstered by a few expedition scores, we posted 
an impressive 75M points, just 1% below the 4th-place 
Northern Cal CC. While well below the three perennial 
northeast powerhouses, we had almost 1/2 of the PVRC 
score! There are a number of high-scoring finishers, but the 
club aggregate is the result of a lot of people making the ef- 
fort to stay in the chair and enjoy the amazing, unparalleled 
amount of DX activity in both the CQ WW SSB and CQ 
WW CW contests. Again this year, they are the last full 
weekend of October and November, respectively, so make 
your plans now for this year's events. We've had some fun in 
past years by also taking advantage of the "Team Contesting" 
aspect which allows 5 single-ops to combine scores together, 
completely separate and independent from the club competi- 
tion. Look for a reflector thread on this as each mode ap- 
proaches. 


More than any other event, the CQ WW log checking strin- 
gently penalizes sloppiness, so double check those callsigns 
as you make each contact (no guessing!) and make sure 

the other guy/gal has you in the log. Kudos to the CQ WW 
Committee for opening up all 2006 logs for public viewing. 
Oddly, there is no apparent link from the cqww.com 

home page. URLs are http://www.cqww.com/ssblogs.htm

The FCG had a long string of gavel-winning victories in the 
Affiliated Club Competition in the ARRL 10-Meter Contest, 
but that streak ended in 2006, despite an impressive collec- 
tive effort from the club. Propagation was not on our side 
this time out, with nearly all the sporadic-E occurring else- 
where and 9 of the top 10 USA winners coming from west of 
the Mississippi. Nonetheless, we posted a solid total, with a 


second place finish in the Unlimited Club Category with 55 
entries, plus 5 Panhandle entries. 


ARRL DX Contest results are now also complete. Although 
we finished sixth, with 47 CW entries and 29 on SSB, plus 
some Panhandle activity, we're continuing to increase our 
footprint in major contests. Thirteen of our CW entrants used 
spotting assistance to find those multipliers which are admit- 
tedly more scarce in ARRL DX than in CQ WW. 


The digital activity in the FCG continues to ramp up. In the 
ARRL RTTY Roundup, the FCG had 15 entrants. Ron, 
KP2N led a group in the VI to a world Multi-op win while 
the Melbourne gang operating as K4QD and with several 
other FCG ops won the Multi-op category for the US! Bob, 
N4BP actually out-QSOed Team QD, but came up a few 
mults short while wearing out the F1 key. Coming up at the 
end of this month is the CQ WW RTTY which always has 
terrific activity levels. 


It's not been mentioned yet that Julio, AD4Z, operating as 
HI3A, won the ARRL 160-Meter Contest SO LP category 
from outside the USA last December, finishing behind only 
one HP entrant (PJ2T). Fortunately, the recent hurricanes 
that moved westward through the Caribbean did not affect the 
HI3C station which is up in the mountains away from either 


coastline. Look for big multi-op efforts there as HI3C 
for CQ WW SSB and HI3A on CW. 
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Very sad to learn of the recent passing of several prominent 
contesters - VE4VV and KTOR - who were both members of 
the Minnesota Wireless Assn. and a frequent entry in our 
logs. RIP, Derrick and Dave. 


Pictures tell the story of the FQP Mobiles and we have a 
bunch of them for you in this issue. FQP log checking is far 
ahead of the pace for most years, fortunately. We've set an- 
other high water mark for log entries, despite several aborted 
mobile efforts, poor propagation and QRM from the BS7H 
DXpedition and SP RTTY contest. 


Thanks to Ellen, W1YL for initiating a memorial brick for 
K4OJ at the ARRL HQ Diamond Terrace. The White family 
spent many years at ARRL HQ before relocating to Florida. 
Also more thanks to Ellen for further extending our hospital- 
ity to our friends in Agra, India with a 3-year QST subscrip- 
tion.

It was an enthusiastic 
group at the meeting and a good time was had by all. Report 
and pictures will be in the next newsletter.
